_ the seedlings to emerge in 2 to 3 
weeks. Be careful with the water 
as continuous overhead watering 
will cause the brittle stems to 
snap. Try a fine light spray ear- 
ly in the day. The marigolds 
are an excellent cut flower and 
should last 7 to 10 days in the 
house if the bottom leaves are 
eut off and do not contaminate 
the water. 
' Stocks are more effective if 
planted in large groups. The 
seeds should be set into a light, 
fertile, well drained soil. If the 
soil does not crumble readily, 
prepare your soil by adding cal- 
cium. Try % level teaspoon of 
gypsum per square foot of soil 7 
inches deep. Adding the gypsum 
will not change the pH. The 
stems of the stock plants will rot 
if the water collects in pools at 
the base of the plants, 

Nasturtiums do not transplant 
well and so it is wise to plant 
directly into the pot or garden 
area where you desire the flow- 
ers to grow. A medium to dry 
soil and a sunny location is need- 
ed for the best results, Set the 
seeds % to 1 inch deep and firm 
them in. The seeds should be 
about 10 inches apart. The sweet 
odor of the nasturtiums will at- 
tract the hummingbirds just as 
a cup of warm tea, set in the 
garden, will attract the bees. 

The above flowers are annuals 
and for easier handling of the 
seeds, try a pair of eyebrow 
tweezers. Adjust seed quantities 
to suit the need and germination. 
I suggest planting 3 times as 
many seeds as you want plants. 
Then thin, selecting the best 
plants, 

When watering plants in con- 
tainers, don’t use a heavy con- 
centrated stream of water. The 
‘steady stream creates holes in 
the soil and exposes the roots of 
the plant. A fine spray distrib- 
utes the water evenly. Also, re- 
member your trees as you water

| roots look for water and can cre- 
ate trouble as they tunnel 
through the earth in search of 
the needed water, 

For rhododendrons, camellias 
and azaleas needing soil acidifica- 
| tion you might try 2 tablespoons 
vinegar to a gallon of water. 
Soak the entire root area and re- 
peat every 3 months. 

If you have had seedlings die 
from fungus disease, sometimes 
referred to as damping-off, you 
can use the above solution to 
avoid this trouble. Slowly pour 
the solution through the pre- 
pared soil and allow the soil to 
rest 48 hours. 

When using steer manure for 
your vegetable plants, remember 
that salt is often in the steer ma- 
nure. If too much steer manure 
is used, the salt content may pre- 
vent or reduce seed germination 
or damage the roots and growth 
of plants. Limit the quantity of 
steer manure to about 5 or 6 
cubic feet of soil. 

Try planting mint and sage in 
the vicinity of your cabbage 
plants. The mint and sage will 
help to keep the cabbage moth 
away from your cabbage and 
Brussels sprouts, 


Vandalism Bills 


Each year hundreds of millions 
of dollars of damage to public 
and private property is caused 
by ‘senseless acts of vandalism. 
Damage to such public institu- 
tions as schools, libraries, parks, 
rapid transit systems and hous- 
ing authorities, both increases 
the cost of their maintenance 
and deprives the public of addi- 
tional facilities or services which 
could be provided with the funds 
presently used to finance repairs 
and replacements. 

Because of this, California As- 
semblyman W. Craig Biddle, at 
the request of Attorney General 
Evelle J. Younger, has introduced 
in Sacramento four proposals 
aimed at curbing this vandalism. 

They are: A.B, 1085, which re- 
quires the Department of Justice 
to develop community involve- 
ment programs to reduce acts of 
violence against public and pri- 
vate property. It would approp- 
riate $30,000 for the act. 

A.B. 1086, would define mali- 
cious mischief as vandalism and 
change the present penalty of 
misdemeanor for committing ma-, 
licious mischief to a misdemean- | 
or or felony, for committing van- 
dalism, depending on the dollar 
amount of injury or damage. 

A.B. 1087 would authorize the 
state to pay a reward for infor- 
mation leading to the arrest and 
conviction of persons damaging 
or destroying state property. It 
would make a person damaging 
or destroying the property liable | 
for the reward, and would make 
his parents also liable if he is a 
minor. 

Assembly Bill 1088 would im- 
pute any act of willful miscon- 
duet of a minor which results in 
an injury or death to another 
person, or in any injury to the 
property of another, to the guar- 
dian of ‘such minor, ‘as well as 
to his parents. It raises limits of 
the joint and several’ liability of 
a minor and the persons having 
custody and control of ‘him for 
such willful misconduct from 
$1,000 to $10,000.

Summer — which means boat- 
ing, swamming, fishing, hiking, 
millions of 
Californians—is just around the 
corner, and if you haven't al- 
ready done so, you will want to 
pick up your annual day-use per- 
mit and a boat-launching permit 
for units of the State Park Sys- 
tem. 

The permits sell for $10 each, 
and are good until the end of 
1972. They offer unlimited use 
of day-use and boat-launching fa- 
cilities at most State Park units. 
The day-use permit may be 
used anytime at any state oper- 
ated park, where the regular 
daily parking and day-use fee or 
25-cent walk-in fee is charged. It 
is not good, however, for camp- 
ing or boat-launching at State 
Parks operated by an agency 
other than the State, or at State 
Historic Parks, monuments, or 
museums where a separate en- 
trance or tour fee is charged. 
The boat-launching permit may 
be used anytime at any State 
Park boat-launching facility, in 
lieu of the regular $1 boat-launch- 
ing fee, This includes launch- 
ing facilities operated by conces- 
sioners, except for those at Lake 
Elsinore State Recreation Area 
in Riverside County. 

The permits are available at 
most state parks, or can be pur- 
chased by sending a $10 check or 
money order for each permit to 
the Reservation Office, State 
Dept. of Parks and Recreation, 
1416 Ninth St, Sacramento, 
Calif. 95814.
